But Mr. White Cooper is sulicitous as to 
the sufficiency of the proposed object 
work of the International Institute.

Mr. White Cvoper makes 
this exception, ‘It is undeniable that, as 
regards the first three, there exist already 
in-our midst institutions and societies | 














fully capable of providing for the needs of 
the Dettur-class Chinese, and we may, I 
think, therefore, reasonably regard the 
fourth as the chief object of the proposed 
Institute.” ‘This atatement hardly meots 
my own view. Social relations with the 
Chinese and suitable quarters for carrying 
on such relations are Important, but [ 
would hardly speak of them as the chief 
object. Mr. White Cooper doce not b 
lieve that there can bo success in such work. 
From my —acquintanco with —_ the 
Chinese I believe ruccess is possible, 
The Chinese themselvos regard it 
as desirable, and His Excellency Wu Ting- 
fang laid stress upon it in his address. It 
is too important to be omitted ina large 
city like Shanghai with its representative 
population. 

The other thres 
Cooper would elimi 
for by other Institutions. I gladly ac- 
Knowledge that there is such a yreat 
amount of educational work being carried 
on i. But so long as thero are 
pupils willing to receive my instruction I 
am willing to give it. I think there ure 
still a larze number of Chinese who not 
only need, but are desirous of additienal 
education. Ide 
not propose to eliminate, especially as x 
special line of instruction is designed in 
the plan of the Institute. As to public 
lectures, [ think that not only is there 
need for them in Shanghai, but there is a 
need for suitable quarters. If the foreign 
population needs a Lycoum Hall, surely 
tho inuch larger population of Chinese 
should have yom such building. ‘This 
therefore should not be eliminated. As to 
the proparation of buoks, Tam also glad to 
kuow there are a large number of compet- 
ent men in Shanghai carrying ou this work, 
but L know of no reason why I, or any one 
associated with me, should on that account 
hesitate to prepare books, especially if we 
are asked to do so. ‘This speeial work, 
lowover, requires no erection of any build: 
i So far as I know the work as design- 
ed by the International Institute does not 
infringe work of any other Institution or 
Society. In fact we have oxerted ourselves 
to work in harmony, aud even cu-operation, 
with other good enterprises. 

It is a misapprehension, howovor, for 
Dir. White Cooper to give the impression 
that Tis, $90,000 are required inerely for » 
social club, In the financial statement, 
published by iy Committee, it was clearly 
stated that Tis. 209,000 was the estimated 
capital for cudowment, and that Tl 
100,000 included the purchase of a suitable 
site and the erection of « suitable building 
that could be used, not only for reception 
rooms but for a large lecture hall, or class 
rooms, as the beginning of a Museum, 
Library and Reading Room. The estimated 
cost cannot therefore be viewed as extra- 
ayant. 

Mr. White Cooper not only laments the 
“lack of business principles and cornmon 
sense” in those who have beon personally 
interested in carrying forward the plan of 
the Institute, but he laments the * vaguo 
generalisations and sentimnentalities” of the 
speakers at the recent meeting. This i 
rather hard on the zentlemen who spoke, 
but I hope they may have courage to 
endure thts mild’ chastisement for the sake 
30.

COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


(From Messrs. Nod, Murray & Co. Ptece Goods Trade Report of 16th May.) 


It cannot he said that any improvement has como in evidence during the past week and the market atill continues in its 
condition. We have not heard of any business from first hands and the only transaction we have been notified of is the ré 
between three to four thousand bales for Newcuwaxc. ‘This, no doubt, has been done in execution of orders mentioned ia ou: 
cireular and we have been told that much improvement in this market is not looked for until the local products are received there 
from the interior for shipment. We have also heard thore has been a consilerable falling off in Imports and trade generally is slack 
and improvement cannot be looked for until matters have become moro settled politically as the many disturbing rumours oxtent 
disincline merchants from the making of forward contracts indispensable to normal trading conditions. 

‘The following articles taken from Tientsin pagers will no doubt be of interest to many of our readers as they give a good idea of 
the stato of that market 


“If Tenststx trade is to recover its full vigour it is time the native morchants and bankers began to make a serious effort to get 
jntoa reasonable and practical frame of mind” The state of affairs which is called the monetary crisis in ‘Tieststx Crry was brought 
‘on by the loose usages of the native bankers and merchant=, who appealed to the authorities to extricate them. ‘Tho officials have 
«done their hest to respond. Three times have schemes een formulated, three times accepted by officials and merchants alike, and 
‘then everything was ready for practical steps, the native merchants havé backed Out, either by repudiating or demanding amendment 
“of the very conditions they had proposed, or by failing to agree among themselves on the plan of action or on the given of necessary 
“«guarantees. On the last occasion, when much time was spent and a good many meetings held, of one sort and another, with a view to 
“securing the help of the foreign hankers, the whole effort cullapsed and the negotiations were wasted. not becauso of the officials in 
‘tho eity, not because of the stipulations of the foreign tankers, and becauso th» Imperial Government declines responsibility for 

incial debts, but beeause the native merchants and bankers and others who ought to bo possessed of commercial eagacity baoked 

moment and failed to furnish the guarantees which must always be given by those who desire to be entrusted with 

“public money. ‘Tho foreign Lanks were willing to provide money on the Customs Taotai’s guarantee; the Customs Taotai was ready 
“to satisfy the foreign bankers, and to finance the native establishments.” 

“Everything was ready, and the native merchants were asked to mect tho Customs Tactai at two days’ notice and furni 
“their guarantees ‘They were taken by surprise. They were hardly prepared for such prompt action. ‘Two days time!’ said they, 
“that is very seldom—can't you make it a week?” The meeting took placo, and the Customs Tactai asked the 30 nati 
‘+ representatives how the three million tacls which he was prepared to put into their hands were to be secured. will secure each 
other,” replied the merchants. ‘If one of us fails, the other 29 will make good the failure; if two fails the romaining 28 cover it.” 
“But suppose you all fail?” asked the Taotai. ‘The native bankers were distressed at the suggestion. It was out of the question. 
“Tt is, however, as clear as day that before a body of men can be placed in a fiduciary position with regard to large sums they must 
“produce valid and definite guarantees. ‘The Taotai asked them to formulate such guarantees. They have up to the present given 
“no answer.” 


“Another incident. Forty or 0 of the leading native merchants and compradores put their heads together and jointly appealed to 
“the provincial authorities for relief from the burden of native taxation and official squeeze. ‘Their representations were received in & 
“friendly spirit. ‘Anything in reason that we can do,’ said the high City officials, ‘shall have pport.’ It was suggested that 
“« maritime customs (5%) native customs (247) and likin (1.25%) should be lumped together and paid in onesum at TresTsix, 8.75 per 
* cent. in all, and that the goods should then be free to pass to any part of the province free of all imports. The Customs 
“even willing to grant a concession to the merchants, As the payment of alump sum instead of the collection of the various dues one 
«by one would save something to the authorities, they were willing to remit a percentage of the total duties. “Excellent” said the 
merchants unanimously; ‘it is exactly what we want.” Then, after signifying their concurrence, they put their heads together and 
~‘ presented a petition, not to Tong Taotai but to Tsao Taotai. last week, asiting that the scheme bo varied. They asked that all the 
«goods now in Treststx Crry should be regarded as having paid full duty at 8.75 per cent under the proposed new arrangement. ‘The 
“foods have already paid the maritime customs five per cent, and the remaining 3.75 was to bo remitted apparently out of pare 
«Efndnose of heart. ‘The proposal was scouted. A petition intended for presentation through the usual channels, from the Custome 
“Taotai to the Viceroy and from the Viceroy to the ‘Throne, must hare a 
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“The proposed compauniing of duties therefore remains a proposal and nothing more. ‘The officials naturally become wary. 
“Having advanced one acheme after another, to have the ground cut from under their feet hy the very: persons who formulated 
«the proposals, they now say. ‘First decide among yourselves exactly what you want, and then come to us; and if your proposalsare 
« catried through and approved, do not thes turn round and say that sou wanted something different. 
It is tho interest of wflicials, native merchants and foreigners alike to put an end to the present strained positio: 
“Trentsts Provistonal. GovensMesr existed we were told that it was the presence of forei; Idiers in the native city which 
“hampered the development of trade. Who are the persons responsible for lack of confidence now? It is not the foreign 

merchants or the foreign bankers, and it is not the olficials: for all these have done every in reason to promote stabili 
Confidence in the position of the uative merchants of Tixtstx will be restored when the native merchants themselves get into 
reasonable state of mind.”

TO CABLE OR NOT 
TO CABLE?

ONé of the most interesting ques- 
tions of the day for the world as 
large, and not least for those who 
hold stock in telegraph companies, is 
whether or no aerial telegraphy is to 
give their death-blow to submarine 
cables. It is but a few short months 
ago, on the last day of October, 1902, 
to be exact, that the British world 
was congratulating itself upon the 
“all red” cable then for the firet 
time open round the whole circuit of 
the globe, Now the same people ate 
asking whether their expenditure has 
not all been rendered worthless by 
the subsequent experiments of that 
wireless wizard, Marconi. A glance

pence, the five and sixpence to 
China, the four and nine to Mel- 
bourne, and the six and twopence to 
Japan or West Africa, will probably 
be divided by three or four when 
Marconi and his rivals have come 
into operation and competition. Then 
our columns might vie for telegraphic 
news with those of our older home 
contemporaries, and the benefits to 
trade would be immense. ‘here is 
nothing like cheap, reliable, and 
speedy communication to stimulate 
business, and we shall not know 
practically how much we have been 
hampered by high telegraphic charges 
until facilities are given us at a 
fraction of the present rates. 
Naturally a great deal has yet to 
be done before in speed, and perhaps 
in secrecy, the aerial or etheric system 
can compete with its old-established 
rival. But students of electricity in 
the early seventies will remember 
the condition of telegraphic aflairs 
then, and viewing present possibili- 
ties in the light of the past will have 
no doubt that the difficulties now 
confronting Mr. Marconi will be sur- 
mounted just as the apparently in- 
surmountable obstacles to rapidity 
then have long sinco been got over. 
We have no figures to show the cost 
of a Marconi station, but judging 
from such pictures as we have seen a 
hundred pounds or two should suffice 
to put up the necessary apparatus. 
‘There will be no need for tens of mil- 
lions of capital as in days gone by, no 
heavy charge for interest’ therefore, 
and above all no cable ships to 
keep up at enormous expense to repair 





breaks. Should there prove to be 
greater difficulty in attaining speed 
than we anticipate there might be 
a multiplication of stations. That 
the system has come to stay is evident. 
; Already the Atlantic has been success- 
| fully bridged, and arrangements made 
for communication between India and 
Australia, Already the “Times” has 
received news messages without the 
aid of an intervening wire, and the 
German anny begun’ work upon a 
new field telegraph of similar nature. 
Already steamers are in touch with 
land and with each other in their 
Atlantic voyages, and fleets receive 
and give orders through the same 
channel. Possibly in the nenr future 
one grent centre of etheric influence 
in each land may become the focus 
for the reception and dispersion of all 
news from the rest of the world, and 
what is thought and done in London, 
Paris, Peking, and New York at one 
moment will be the subject of 
animated conversation the whole world 
over in the next five minutes, By 
that time perhaps the cables will 
have been pulled up to be sold in 
sections as souvenirs of the dark ages 
of early electricity.

In China quarrels between man and 
wife are too common to excite remark, 
though often leading to tragic results.

The reason for 
this contrast is not far to seck. With us 
ersonal courtship affords some guarantce 
for a life of happiness; with the Chinese. 
done through third parties ; and the 
ng people never imect face to 
to the wedding day. How 
could there be in this initial stago 
any of those broken vows, that lead 
to broken hearts. The following story 
may serve to answer this question. 
Thad it from a young man of fine talent 
whom for a short time I employed as a 
writer. His father is a Brigadier-General, 
who has long been in Camp at a post on 
the frontier, his mother and sister re- 
maining at home. The young lady who 
was the victim in this case, possessed the 
rare accomplishments of poetry and 
music and that she was beautiful gocs 
without saying. Her hand was sought 
by the son of a Taotai. The contract 
Papers accompanied by betrothal gifts 
wers exchanged early last spring, but 
scarcely a month had elapsed" before the 
youth reported that his father had 
mised him to the daughter of » Taotai in 
Kiangsi. As he had not backbone enough 
to stand by his first engagement we 
should hardly regard him as worthy of a 
tear ora sigh.
